DR. TALMAGE PREACHES ON “CHRIST
THE CONQUEROR.®

Tha Untried Anldler Went Forth to Do Dat-
tle Agninst Sin With the World Arrayed
Agninet Him—Now the Viotor Treated
the Congnered. N

BroOORLYYN, March 4—From the star
tling figure of the text chosen by Rev. Dr,
Talmnage in his sermon in the Brooklyn
Tabernacle todny, the proncher brouglit
out the radieal traths of the Christinn re-
liglon, Tt was sneramental day in the Tub-
ernnole The subject of the sermon was
“Christ the Congneror,” the text being
Tsninh 1xiil, 1, "Who i this that cometh
from Edom, with dyed garmenta from Boz-
rabi—this that I glorious in his apparel,
travellng {n the greatness of his strength

Edom and Bozrah having been the scene
of flerce battle, when those words are nsed
here or in uny other part of the Bihle, they
are figures of speech setting forth scenes of
severe conflict. As now we often use the
word Waterloo to deseribe a degisive con-
test of any kind, so the words Bozrah and
Edom In this text are flgures of speech de-
moriptive of a seene of great sluughter,
Whatever else the prophet may have meant
to Hencriba, he most evrtalily meant to de-
Eot the Lo#d Jesuw Christ, saying, *Who

this that cometh from Edom, with dyed
garments from Dozeab, traveling In the
Rreatness of lis strength *'

When n general is nbout to go out to the
wars, & flag and a sword are publicly pre-
sented to him, and the maidens bring flow
ers, and the yonug men lond the cunnon,
and the train starts amid' a huzza that
drowns the thunder of the wheels and the
shriek of the whistle. But all this will give
no lden of the excitement that there must
bave besn In heaven when Christ started
ont on the eampaign of the world’s con-
quest. If they could have foreseen the siege
that would be laid to Kim, and the mal-
treatment ho would snffer, and the burdens
he would have to carry, and the battles hie
would bnave to fight, I think there would
have been s million volonteers In heaven
who wonld hnve lnsisted on coming along
with him. Bug, no, they only accompanied
him to the gnte, their last shout heard clear
down to the earth, the sprce between the
two worlds bridged with a great hosnnna,

THE UNTRIED SOLDIRR,

You know there s a wide differonce be.
tween a man's galnghoﬂ to battls auil com-
ing back again. When he goes off, it is
with epanlots nntangled, with banner un-
specked, with horsessleel and shining from
the groom. All that there is of struggle
and pain-is to come yet, So it was with
Christ, Ile had not yet fonght a battle.
Heo was starting out, and thongh this world
did not give him a warm liearted greeting
thore was A gentle meather who folded him
in her arms, and o babe finds no difference
between a stable and a palace; between
courtiers and camel drivers, AsJesus step-
ped on the stage of this world, it was amid
angelle shouts In the galleries and amid
the kKindest maternal ministrations,

But soon hostile forces began to gnther.
They deployed from the sanhedrin, They
were detalled from thestanding army. They
came out from the Cmsarean castles, The
vagabouds in the atrest joined the gentle-
men of the manslon. Spirita rode up from
bell, and In long array thers came a foree
together that threntened to put to routithis
newly arrived-one from heaven, Jesus now
seeing the battle gathering lifted his own
standard. But who gathered aboat fo?

How fecble the recraital A fewshoremen,
a blind beggar, & woman with an alabaster
box, snother woman with two mites and a
group of friendless, moneyless and position-
less people came to his standard, What
chance was there for bim? Nazareth against
him. Bethishem agninst him. Capernaum
againet him, Jerusalem against him, Gali-
lee aguinst him. The courts against him.
The army agalost him. The throne against
bhim. The world aguinst him. All hell
agninst him,

No wonder they asked him to surrender.
But he could not surrender; he could not
apologize; be eould not take any buck steps.

@ had come to strike for the deliveranoe
of nn ensinved race and hemust do the work,
Then they sent out their pickets to watch
him. Theysaw in what houso he wentand
when he ecnme ont.  They watched what he
ate nod who with, what he drank and how
much, They did not dareto moke thelr
final asunult, forthey koew not but that be-
kind him there might be o re-enforcement
that was not seen,

But at last the nttle come, It was to be
more flevee thun Bosral, more bloody than
Gettysburg, involving more than Auster-
litz, more combntants employed than at
Chalons, o ghastlier conflict than nll the
buttles of the earth pat together, thoush
Bdmund Burke's estimate of thirty-five
thousand million of its slain be nccurate,
The day was Friday.

The
borses prunce snd reneamid the excitement
of the nonulnes. the bheels of the riders
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onsbeathed a weapon which staggered the
Roman leglons down the hill and burled
the satanic bastalions into the pit.

now, The bero of earth and beaven ad-
vances. Choer! cheer! *““Who is this thay
cometh from Edom, with dyed garments
from Bozrah, travaling in the greatness of
his strength "

We baliold here n new revelation of a
blessed and startiing fact. Psople talk of
Christ ns though he were going to do rome-
thing grand for us after awhile. He has
done b People talk as though 10 or %0

ra from now, io the closing hours of our
ife, or in some terrible pass of life, Jesus
will belp us. He has done the work al-
ready. He did it 1801 years ngo. You
mightas well talk of Washiugton as though
he were guing to achleve our national inde-
pendences in 1050 s to speak of Christ as
though he were going to achieve onr salva-
tion in the future. He did it in the year of
our Tord 38—1.861 yenrs ago—on the fleld of
Bozrah, the eaptain of our salvation fight-
ing unto death for your and my emuncipa-
tion.

All wo have to do is to ncespt that fact in
our heart of hearts, and we ave free for this
world, and we wre free for the world to
come. But lest we might oot ncoept Christ
comes through bere today, “travelidg in
the grentness of his strength,” not to tell
you that he s going to fight tor you some
battle in the future, but totell you thut the
battle in alrendy fought and the vietory al-
ready won,

You have notleed that when soldiers come
bome from the wars they carry on their
flagn the nsames of the battlefields where
they wers distinguished. The Eoglishman
coming back bas on his banner Inkerman
and Balaklava; the Frenchman, Jena and
Eilan; the German, Versailles and Sedan.
And Christ bus on the banner he carries as
conqueror the names of 10,000 battlefields
he won for you and for me, He rides puast
ull our homes of bereavement, by the door-
bell swathed In sorrow, by the wardrobe
black with woe, by the dismantled fortress
of our strenpth.

Come out and greet bim today, O yeo peo-
ple! See the names of all the battle passes
on his flag. Ye who are poor, read on this
ensign the story of Christ's hard crusts and
pillowless head. Ye who are persecnted,
read heve of the rufflans who chased him
from his first breath to his last, Mighty
to soothe your troubles, mizhty to balk
your calamities, mighty totread down your
foes, “traveling in the greatness of his
strength.” Though his horse be brown
with the dust of the march, and the fet-
locks be wet with the carnage, and the bit
be red with the blood of your spirituul foes,
he eomes up now, not exhuusted from the
battle, but h as when he went into ft—
coming up from Boerab, “traveling in the
greatness of Lis strength,”

HOW JESUS THEATS HIS CAPTIVES,

Yon know thut when Augustus and Con-
stantine and Trajun and Titus came back
from the wars, what a time there was. You
know they cameon horseback or in chariota,
and there wers trophies before, and there
were captives behind, and there were people
shouting on all sides, and thore wers gar
lands flung from the window, and over the
highway a trinmphal asch was sprung.
The solid masonry today st Benevento,
Riminl and Rome still tell thelradmiration
for those heroes.  And shail we let our con-
queror go without lifting any acelaim?
Have we not flowers red enough to depict
the earnnge, white enongh to celebrate the
victory, fragrant enongh to breathe the joy?

Those men of lt‘mm I just spoke dragged
thelr victims oSthe chariot wheels, but
Christ our Lord takes those who once
were captives and invites them into his
chariot to ride, while he puts around them
the arm of his strength, saying, * I have
loved thee with an everlasting love, and
the waters shall not drown it, and the tires
shall not burn it, and eternity shall not ex-
haust it."

If this be true, [ cannot see how any man
ean carry his sorrows a great while. If this
congueror from Bozrab s going to beat
back all your griefs, why not trust him?
Oh, do you not feel under this gospel your
griefs falling back and your tears drying
up as you hear the tramp of a thousand il-
Instrions promises led on by the congueror
from Bozrab, “travelin®y traveling, in the
greatnesa of his strengthr"

THE DEATH OF BIX.

On that Friday which the Episcopal
ohureh rightly celebrates, calling it “'Good
Friday," your soul and mine were contend-
ed for. On that day Jesus proved hirmself
mightier than earthoand hell, and when the
Innces struck him he gathered them up in-

eall it consumption, some call it nervous
prostyation, some eall it Intermitient or
malarial disposition, but I eall it martyr-
dom of the domestio eircle. Life for life.
Blood for bleod. Substitution!

A MOTHER'S BACRIFICE,

Or perhaps the mother logers long
enough to ses a son get on the wrong road,
and his former kindness becomes rough re-
ply when she expresses unxlety about him.
But she goes right on, looking carefully
after his apparel, remembering bis every
birthday with some memento, and when
be is brought home worn' ont with dissipa-
tion narsés him till be gets well and starts
him again and bopes and expects and prays
and eounsels und suffers until hor strength
gives out and she fuils, She & going, and
attendants, bending over her pillow, ask her
If abe bos any message to leave, and she
makes great effort to say something, but
out of three ar four minntes of indistinet
atteranoe they can catoh but thres words—
“My poor boy!" The simple fact is she died
for him, Life for life.

About 83 yesrs ago there went forth from
sur homes hundreds of & ds of men
%o do battle for their country. All the poe-
sy of war soon vanished and left them
nothing but the terrible prose. They waded
knee deep in miud, They slept in snow-
banks. They marched till cheir cut feet
tracked the earth, They were swindled out
of their honest rations aod lived on meat
not fit foradog. They had jaws all frac-
tured, and eyes extinguished, and limbs
shot away. Thousands of them cried for
water as they lay dylng on the fleld the
nights after the battle and got it not. They
were homesick and received no message
from their loved ones. They died in barns,
in bushes, in ditches, the buzzards of the
summer heat the only attendants on their
obseguies,

No ong but the infinite God, who knows
everything, knows the ten thousandth part
of the length and breadth and depth and
helght of anguish of the northern and
southern battleflelds. Why did these fa-
thers leave their children and go to the
front, and why did thess young men, post-
poning the marringe day, start ont into the
probabilitles of nevercoming back? Forthe
country they died. Life for life. Blood for
blood. Substitution!

But we need not go so far,  What is that
monument in Greenwood? It is to the doe-
tors who fell in the southern epidemica.
Why go? Were there not enongh sick to
be attended in these northern latitudes?
Oh, yes, but the doetor puts a few medical
books In his valise nnd some vials of medi-
cine, and leaves his patients here in the
hands of other physiclans, and takes the
rail train. Before he geta to the infected
regions be passes crowded rail trains, regu-
lar and extrn, taking the flying and af-
frighted populations. He arrives ina city
over which & great horror is brooding, He
goes from couch to couch, feeling of pulse
and studying of symptoms, and prescribing
day afver day, night after nighe, until a fel-
low physicinn says: " Doctor, you had better
go home and rest,  You look miserable.”

But he cannot rest while somany are suf-
fering. On and on untl some moming
finds him in a delirium, in which he tulks
of home and then rises and says he must go
and look after those patients. Heis told to
lis down, but he fights his attendants until
f he fulls back nod s weaker and weaker
and dies for people with whom he had no
kinship, sod faraway from hisown family,
and s hastily put away in a stranger's
tomb, and only thefifth part of a news-
paper line tells us of his sacrifice—his name
Just mentioned nmong five. Yet he has
toughed the furthest height of sublimity in
thut three weeks of humanitarian service
He goes stralght on as an arrow to the
bosom of him who said, *' I was sick, and ye
visited me." Life for life. DBlood for
